Tha meating between two 
aged statesmen is recalled by a 
list of famous man who disliked 
the practica. of early rising, 
Among those given are Gladstone 
and Li Hung Chang, who were 
photographed together when the 
latter visited England “I hate 
getting up in tha morning,” Glad- 
stane once tolt Sir Henry Lucy, 
“and IT hate it the same every 
morning. - But ona oan do every- 
thing by habit, and when I have 
had my seven hours’ sleep I get 
up.” Li Hung Chang held the 
game views. At the close of. his 
visit to Petrograd in 1896 the 

hinese statesyman wrote in bis 
diary: “TP bavedearned that we 
start early to-morrow morning. 
This is not to my taste. I would 
much prefer to begin tha -journay 
now and sleep an the train. To 
arise so early in the’ morning 
seems ta be a foolish Western 
practice — foolish especially 
among statesmen, who could so 
much better transact their affairs 
at night, when all is quiet and the 
mind is most alert. But from all 
I can learn these statesmen and 
lawgivers look for thair pleasures 
at night, going to banquets, 
theatres, and parties. To this J 
attribute mach of the intrixue 
known to all these Courts. Wo- 
men cannot enter tha council 
cha:nber or make speeches in 
Parliament, but they work their 
wiles at the parties and 
operas.”

Convictions Fewer Than 
1914. 

‘The report of the Commis- 
sioners of Prisons and ~ the 
Ditectors ef Convict Prisons for 
the year ended March 31, 1920, 
shows that the nuinber of 
prisoners received under sentence 
was 39,737, a3 compared with 
23,753 in the preceding year, an 
increase of 11,034. 

In the year under review. dur- 
ing which demobilisation of the 
forees. was rapidly proceeding, 
the receptions on conviction into 
prisons, both absolutely and 
relatively to population were 
considerably lower than for the 
five years ended 1913-14, both 
for cases convicted on indictment 
and summarily, viz., by 3,634, or 
41 per cept. in those convicted on 
indictment, and by 119,709, or 80 
percent, in those convicted sum- 
marily. — 

Inquiries which bad been made 
into the cases of 6,451 men coni- 
mitted to prison who had served 
with the Forces show that 3,411, 
or 53 per cent. were first offenders, 
while 1,599, or $2 per cent. were 
classed as habitual criminals. A 
large proportion of these ex- 
soldiers were young men. oe 
' Aremarkable fall in the num- 
ber of short-sentenced prisoners 
is’ recorded, as tha result of the 
Criminal Justice Administration 
Act, 1914, which by allowing time 
for payraoent of fines operates 
successfully against the automa- 
tic committal of persons to prison 
for petty offences. 

BORSTAL SYSTEM SATISFACTORY.
